.of Khiva, was to redress certain wrongs 
alleged to hate been perpetrated against 
Russian subjects by the authorities of thay 
State; but an impreszion ‘prevails that the 
Czar bag other and weightier objects to serve 
in the prosecution of this enterprise than tbe 


mere adjustment of a petty quarrel with this | 


second-rate Asiatic ruler, When this expe- 
“dition was first decided apon, the British 
Goreroment viewed it in the lightofs men- 
ace to British interests in ‘the East, and de- 
manded of the Russian Government an ex- 
planationras to the ebject it bad io view io 
thus iovading the Kban’s possessions. The 
Czar, baying assured Her Majesty's Goverao- 
ment that there was so intentioa whatever 
on the part of his. Goveroment to interfere 
witt British iuterests in the East, but that 
the expeditiou,as soon as it had accomplished 
the purpose for which it had been organized, 
would be withdrawa from the Khan's terri- 
tory, the British Government allowed the ex- 
pedition to proceed and take itscourse. The 
Russians bate accomplished the object of 
their mission, thratbed the Khivans and 
bronght the Khan to a sense of bis duty as a 
ruler ; but now the question is asked, will 


Rygeian Quietly give up possession of the 
Khan's territory. or will she not rather retaio 
virtual control over it, the better to accom- 
plish important objrcta. she has in view? 


’ Ooce firmly established’ia Kbive, she would 


be,jn @ position to operate against England 
ebererte Err possessiovs in the East, in the 
event of another struggle for the possession 
of Constantinople, which, ever since the days 
of Peter the Great, bas constitnced the one 
grea’ avd enduring idea ef Russia's bopes 
end aspirations, It would a'so, iu case of a 
renewal of the contest fdr the prize she so 
ardently covets, enable ber to make a flank 
movement upon Turkey, and by atiacking 
her in the rear Increase ber chances of 
success. It is exceedingly. doubtful whether 
England would again engage io « war with 
Russia simply to bolater wp the “Bick Man’’ 
fn bis posiuon on the shores of the Black 
Sea. Such a war would be ansthiog but 
popular in England. Turkey is an eye-sore 
to the surrounding vations of Eurepe ; her 
ingtitations are a blot upon the civilizstion 
of the age, and there is not a cbri-tiaan nation 
ia existence that would not rejoice to see ber 
“pationality wiped out, if that could be 
effected wishodt a uciversal European con- 


~ Wulsion. Should Eogland withtold her sup- 


port, the doom of the Moslem Empire would 
6000 be seaied, and we question very much 
whetber in the event of Russia making 
aneiber atlemptto wrest from her the key of 
the Bosphorus, Engleod will put forth a hand 
to save her. Speaking of the octupation of 
-Khiva by, the Russians, a eootemporary sags: 
‘‘Rassfa wenis contro! of that country to the 
south and east of the Caspian, whetber in 
anticipation of a future contest with Great 
Britain ; or it. her.course may perbaps be io 
the future to Move eastwardiy upon Uhina ; 
or jp the direction toward Turkey. We do 
not believe.that Russia contemplates any at~ 
tack upoa the possessions of Great Britain, 
but sbe does intend to claim ber share of the 
trade and commerce of Asia, and by railroads 
and similar means she wit! probably succeed, 
Whar tifect the Sbab's visit to” Europe, ard 
particularly to the Czar, may have upon the 
programme of Rassia, we have no power to 
proguosticute. But it seems plain enough 
thatAbout “all” Central “Asia Vies at “the 
feet of Russia. She is sure to gradually 
absorb all the little tribes and little nation- 
alities, and th® more the Better: <R requires 
but a slight knawiedge of modern European 
history to know thatthe policy adopted, or 
inaugurated, by Peter the Great, looking to 
an extensive territory, to an out-pushiog of 
Rygsian boundaries, hag been followed ever 
Bince by his saccessors. Nicholas was doabt- 
less the most ardent of them all io this 
licy, and it was bis repulse and the check of. 
this policy by the French and Englieh fo-tbe 
Crimea that killed bim. Now, however, cir- 
cumstances have so. far changed that Russia 
need bave no fear of a repetition of the Cri- 
mean check...
